Our relations w ith China, w hich have for sev­ 
eral years occupied so im portant a place in our 
j diplom atic history, have called for careful con­ 
; siatr&tion, and have been the subject of m uch 
corre'-poi'dence. The com m unications of the 
Chinese M inister have brought into view the 
whole subject of our conventional 
r e l a t i o n s 
w ith his country; and at the tam e lim e this 
Government, through its I.“ga:iou at Pekin. 
sought to at range various m atters and com­ 
plaints touching the interests and the connec­ 
tion of our citizens in Chit a. 
In pursuance of the concurrent resolution of 
October. 1890.1 have proposed to the Govern­ 
m ents of Mexico and Great Britain to consider 
a conventional regulation of the passage 01 
Chinese laborers acro s our 
Southern and 
N orthern frontiers. 


CARLOS B l'TTER FlELD CLAIM. 
On the 221 day of AuttuO. last Sir Edmund 
M-uson. the arbitrator selected under the r ro- 
visi ms of the treaty of Lectm berfi, is«s. rend­ 
ered an award to the if f.ct fhet no compensa­ 
tion was due from the L'anish Governm ent to 
the United States on account of w hat i* ccm- 
monly known as the Carlos-Butterfieid claim. 
RELATIONS W ITH FRANCE 
Our ¡elat'ons w ith the French continue to be 
cordial. Or.r representative at that Court h is 
very di igently urged the removal of the re­ 
strictions imposed upon ouf pro .nets, end it is 
believed th at progress has been m ade toward, a 
settlem ent. 
SAMOAN TREATY. 
The Samoan treaty signed last vear at Berlin 
by representatives of the United States, Ger­ 
m any and Great Britain, after ratification and 
exchange, has began to produce an effect. The 
form ation ot the governm ent agreed upon will 
soon replace m e disorder of the past w ith a. 
stable adm inistration, alike just to the natives 
and equally to the three powers most concerned 
in trHde and intercou'se w ith the Somoan 
Islands. The Chief Justice has been chosen by 
the King of Sweden and Norway, on invitation 
of the three powers, ar.il will soon be installed. 
The Land 
Commission 
and the M unicipal 
Council are in process of organization. A ra 
tional and evenly distributed schem e of taxa­ 
tion, both m unicipal and upon imports, is in 
operation. Malietoa is respected as King. 


EXTRADITION TREATY W ITH ENGLAND. 
The new treaty o f extradition with England, 
after due ratification, was proclaim ed on the 
25th of ins: March. Its beneficent work ¡sap 
p arert. The difference between the two Gov­ 
ernm ents touching the fur-seal question in the 
E ehiing sea is not yet adjusted, as will be seen 
by the correspondence which will goon be laid 
before Congress. Tne offer to subm it the ques­ 
tion to arbitration as proposed by her Majesty’s 
Government has not been accepted, for the rea­ 
son that the form of submiseon proposed is not 
thought to be calculated to assure a conclusion 
satisfactory to either party. 
It is sincerely 
hoped that before the opening of another seal­ 
ing season some arrangem ent w ill be effected 
which w ill assure to the United S talls a prop 
eriy right, derived Irorn Russia, which was not 
disregarded by any nation for more than eighty 
years preceding the outbreak of the existing 
trouble, 
RELATIONS WITH HAW AII. 
In the Tariff Act a wrong was done to the 
King lorn of Hawaii, which I am bound to pire- 
sum e was wholly unintentional. Duties were 
levied on certain com m odities w hich are in ­ 
cluded in the reciprocity treaty now existing be­ 
tween the United :states- and the Kingdom of 
Hawaii, without indicating the necessary ex ­ 
ception in favor of th at Kingdom. 
I hope Congress will repair w hat m ight other­ 
wise seem to be a breach of faith on the part of 
this Government. 


CLAIM AGAINST H A YTI. 
An award in favor of the United States, in the 
m atter of the claim of Mr. Van Bolkein against 
Hayti, was rendered on the 4th of December, 
1888, but owing to the disorder then and after­ 
wards prevailing in Hayti, the term s of pay­ 
m ent were not observed. A new agreem ent, as 
to the tim e of paym ent, has been approved, and 
is now in force. 
Other just claim s of citizens of the United 
Sta’es for redress of wrongs suffered during toe 
late political conflict in Hayti will, it is hoped, 
speedily yield to friendly treatm ent. 


EXTRADITION W ITH ITALY. 
Propositions for an am endm ent of the treatv 
of extradition between the United States anil 
Italy are now under consideration. 


UNIVERSAL LONGITUDE AND TIME. 
You wi 1 be asked to provide the m eans of ac­ 
cepting the invitation of the Italian Govern­ 
m ent to take part in an approaching conference 
to consider the adoption of a universal m eridian 
irom which to reckon the longitude ar.d time. 
As the proposal follows in the track of the re­ 
form sought to be initiated by the Meridian Con­ 
ference of W ashjji£on, held on the invitation 
of this Governm ent, the United State! should 
manifest a friendly interest in the Italian pro- 
poeal. 
in -hisconnection I m ay refer with approval 
to the suggestion of my predecessor, that stand­ 
ing provision be m ade for accepting, w henever 
deem ed advi able, the freuueut invitations of 
foreign Governments to share in conferences 
looking to the advancem ent of international re 
forms in regard to science, sanitation, com m er­ 
cial laws and procedure, and other m atters af­ 
fecting the in'trcourse aud progress of modern 
com m unities. 


RELATIONS W ITH PORTUGAL. 


Iu the sum m er of 1889 au incident occurred 
which for some tim e threatened to interrupt the 
cordiality of our relations w ith the Government 
of Portugal. 
T hat Government seized the Pel- 
agoa Bey Railway, which 
was constructed 
under a coneesrion granted to an American cit 
izen, and at the same tim e annulled the char­ 
ter. The concessionary, who bad em barked liis 
fortune iu the enterprise, having exhausted 
otht r m eans of redress, was compelled to in­ 
voke the protection of his Government. 
Our representations m ade coinei ieutly w ith 
those of the British, whose subjects were also 
largely interested, happily resulted in the recog­ 
nition by Portugal of the propriety of subm it­ 
ting the claim fur indem nity growing out oí its 
action to arbitration. This pian of settlem ent 
having been agreed on, the interested Powers 
readily concurred iu the proposal to subm it toe 
case to three em inent jurists, to be designated bv 
the President of the Swiss republic, who. upcii 
the joint invitation of the Governm ents of the 
United slates. Great Britain and Portugal, has 
selected persons well qualified for the task be­ 
fore them . 


TREATY RELATIONS W ITH JAPA N. 
The revision of our treaty relations w ith the 
em pire of Japan has continued to be the sub­ 
ject of c usideration and of correspondence. 
The questions involved are both grave and deli­ 
cate, and while it will be my duty to see that 
the interests of the United states are not by anv 
changes exposed to undue dis.rim ination, I 
sincerely hope th at such, revision as will satisfy 
the legitim ate expectations of ;he Japanese 
Governm ent, arid m aintain the present and 
long-existing friendly relations between Japan 
ami the United slates, will be effected. 


RELATIONS W ITH MEXICO. 
The friendship between our country and 
Mexico, born of close neighboring and strength­ 
ened by m any considerations of intim ate inter­ 
course and rt ciprccal interest, has never been 
more congruous than now. nor more hopeful of 
increased benefit to botli natrons, The inter 
course of the two co u itiies by i a i •, already 
great, is m aking constant gr&wtn. The estab­ 
lishm ent of lines, and those recently projected, 
add to the intim acy of traffic aud opin new 
channels of access to fresh areas of dem and end 
supply. The im portance of the Mexican rail­ 
way system will he further enhanced to a de­ 
gree almost impossible to lorecast if it should 
become a link in the protected intercontinental 
railway. I recommeud that our Mission to the 
City of Mexico be raised to the first class. 


CORDIAL RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 
The cordial character of our relations with 
Spain w arrants the hope th at by the continuance 
ol the m ethods of friendly negotiation m uch may 
be accom plish'd in the direction of an adjust­ 
m ent of pending questions of au incitase ol our 
trade. 
The extent and developm ent of our trade 
with the island of Cuba invest the com m ercial 
relations oí the United States and Spain with 
a peculiar im portance. It is not doubted that a 
special arrangem ent in regard to commerce 
based upon the reciprocity provision of the re­ 
cent Tariff Act. would operate most beneficially 
for both Governm ents. This subject is now re­ 
ceiving attention. 


REMAINS OF JOHN ERICSSON. 
The restoration of 
the rem ains of John 
Ericsson to Sweden afforded a gratifying occa­ 
sion to horror the memory of the great inventor 
to whose genius our country owes so m uch, and 
to bear witness to the unbroken irienaship 
w hich has existed between the laud which 
bore him and our own, which claim ed him as a 
citizen. 
VENEZUELA CLAIMS. 
On the 21 of Septem ber last the Comuvssion 
appointed to revise the proceedings of the 
Commission under the Claims Convention be­ 
tween the United States and Venezuela of 18i6. 
brought its labors to a close w ithin the period 
fixed for th at purpose. 
The proceedirgr of tne 
late Commission were characterized bv a spirit 
of im partiality and a high sense of justice, and 
an incident which was lor m any years the sub­ 
ject of discussion between the two Govern­ 
m ents has been aisposcd of iu a m anner alike 
honorable and satisfactory to both parties. 
For the settlem ent o: the claim of the Vene­ 
zuelan Steam Transportation Company, w hich 
was the subject of a joint resolution adopted at 
the last session of Congress, negotiations are 
still in progress, end their early conclusion is 
anticipated. 
CONSULAR SERVICE. 
The legislation of the past few years has evi­ 
denced on the part of Cm gress a growing real­ 
ization of the im portance of the Consular serv­ 
ice in 
fostering our 
com m ercial 
relations 
abroad, and in protecting ihedom tsticrevenues, 
a s ih e scope of operations expand, increased 
provision m ust be m ade to keep up the essen­ 
tial standard o.‘ efficiency. The necessbv of 
some adequate m easure of supervision and in­ 
spection bas been so often p restultd. that I need 
only com m end the subject to your attentiou. 


REVENUES ASD EXPENDITURES. 
The revenues of the G overnm ent from all 
sources for the fiscal year ending June 30, ISM, 
were 5463,903,080 55, and the total expenditures 
for the same period were *358 61 a,584 52. The 
postal receipts have not heretofore been in­ 
cluded in the statem ent of these aggregates, 
and for the purpose of com parison the sum of 
560,882.097 97 should be deducted irom troth 
sides of the account. The surplus for the year, 
including the am ount applied to the sinking 
lund, was 5105.344,496 03. The receipts lor 1890 
were 516,030,923 79 and the expenditures $15,­ 
739,871, in excess of those of 1889. 
The cus­ 
toms receipts from internal revenue w ere 811,­ 
725,191 89, while on the side of expenditures

W a s h in g t o n , December is*..—Following is 
President H arrison’s message in full as read at 
the opening of Congress to-day : 
To the Senate and House of Rijireaenlallvet: The 
reports of the several Executive Departm ents, 
w hich will be laid before Congress in the usual 
course, w ill exhibit in detail the operations of 
the Government ior the last fi-Csl year. Onlv 
the more im portant incidents and results, and 
chiefly such as may he th - foundation of the 
recom m endations I shaii oiler, w ill be referred 
to in this annual message. The vast and in ­ 
creasing business oi the Governm ent has been 
transacted by the several departm ents daring 
the year with faithfulness, energy an l success. 
Revenues am ounting to above 8450,000,000 
have been collected and disbursed, w ithout re­ 
vealing, so far as I can ascertain, a single case 
of defalcation, or embf zzlement. An earnest 
effort has been m ade to stim ulate a sense of re­ 
sponsibility and public duty in all officers and 
employes of every grade, and the work done by 
them has almo.-t wholly escaped unfavorable 
criticism . I speak of these m atters w ith free­ 
dom, because the credit of this good wo, k is 
not m ine, but is shared by the heads oí the 
several departm ents, w ith the great body of 
faithful officers and em piovi- who serve under 
them . 
The closest scrutiny of Congress is invited to 
all the m ethods ot adm inistration and to every 
item of expenditure. 


RELATIONS W ITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
The friendly relntiov.s of our countiy w ith 
Europe an d o f the East have been undisturbed, 
w hile th e ties of good will and common interest 
that bind us to the States of the Western Hemis­ 
phere have been notably strengthened bv the 
conference held in this Capital to consider 
m easures for the genera! welfare. 
Pursuant to the invitation authorized by Con­ 
gress, the representatives of independent States 
of the Am erican Continent aud of Hayti met in 
conference in this C a.ital in October; 1889, and 
continued in session until the 19ih oí la-t Apt;!, 
This conference m arks a most interesting and 
continental epoch in the history o ’ the Western 
Hem isphere. It is noteworthy that Braz 1. in­ 
vited under sn im perial form of governm ent, 
shared as a republic in the deliberations and re­ 
sults of the conference. 
i he recom m endations 
of this conference were all transm itted to Con­ 
gress at the last session. 
The Internationa! Marine Congress, w hich sat 
in W ashington last winter, achieved a verv grati­ 
fying result. The regulations suggested have 
been brought to the attention ot all the Govern­ 
m ents represented, and their general adoption 
is confidently expected. 
The legislation of Congress at the last session 
is in conformity with the proposition of the Con­ 
ference, and the proclam ation therein provided 
w ill oe issued when the other Powers have 
given notice ot adhesion. 


SLAVE TRADE IN AFRICA. 
The Conference at Brussels to device m eans 
tor suppressing the slave trade in Africa afford d 
an opportunity for a new expression of the 
interest the American people feel iu that work 
It soon became evident that the m easure pro­ 
posed would tax the resources of the Congo 
basin beyond the revenue available under the 
general Act of Berlin of 1884. The United Slates 
not being a party to that Act, could not share in 
its revision, but by a separate Act the Independ­ 
ent State of the Congo was freed from tne re­ 
strictions upon a customs revenue. 
The dem oralizing and destructive traffic in 
ardent spirits am ong the tribes also claim s the 
earnest attention of the Conference, and the 
delegates of the United States were loremost in 
advancing m easures lor its repression. An ac­ 
cord was reached, the influence of w hich will 
be very helpful, aud will extend over a wide 
region, as soon as these m easures shall receive 
the sanction of the Netherlands, for r tim e 
w ithheld. The general Acts will be subm itted 
for ratification by the Senate. 
M eanwhile, negotiations have been opened 
for a new and com plete treaty ol friendship, 
commerce and navigation between the United 
States and the Independent State of Congo. 
REPUBLIC OF BRAZIL 
Toward the end of the past year the inde­ 
pendent Im perial Governm ent on the Western 
Continent, th at of Brazil, ceased to exist, aud 
was succeeded by a Republic. Diplom atic rela­ 
tions were at once established with the new 
Government, but it was not completely recog­ 
nized until an opportunity had been offered to 
ascertain that it had popu’ar approval and sup­ 
port. When the course of events had yielded 
the assurance of this fact, no tim e was lost in 
extending to the new Government a full and 
cordial welcome into the family of American 
commerce 
It is confidently believed that the 
good relations of the two nations w ill be pre­ 
served, and that the future w ill wi ness au in­ 
creased intim acy of intercourse and au expan­ 
sion of their m utual commerce. 


PEACE OF CENTRAL AMERICA. 
The peace of Central Am erica has again been 
disturbed through a re-olutionarv change in 
Salvador, which was no: r cogulzed'by the other 
States, and hostilities broke out between Salva­ 
dor and Guatem ala, threatening to involve all 
Central America in the conflict, and to undo the 
progress which had been m ade toward a union 
of their interests. The eflorls of this Govern­ 
m ent were prom ptly aud zealotislv exerted to 
compose their differences, and through the ac­ 
tive efforts of the representative of the United 
States a provisional treaty of peace was signed 
on August 26th, whereby the right of the Re­ 
public of Salvador to choose its own rulers was 
recognized. 
General Ezeta, the Chief of the Provisional 
Government, has since been confirmed in the 
Presidency by the Assembly aud diplom atic 
recognition duly followed. 


THH BARRUNDIA KILLING. 
The killing cf General Barruudia on board 
the Pacific m ail 
steam er 
Acapulco, 
while 
anchored in transit in the port ot San Jose de 
G uatam a’.a, dem anded careful inquiry. 
Having 
failed in a revolutionary attem pt to invade 
Guatam ala from M exican territorv, General 
Barrundia took passage at Acapulco for Pan­ 
am a. The consent of the representatives of the 
United States was sought to effect his s izure, 
first at Champeric, w here the steam er touched, 
and afterw ard at San Jose. 
The Captain of the 
steam er refused to give up his passenger w bh- 
out a w ritten order from the United States 
Minister. 
The latter forwarded the desired 
letter, stipulating as the condition of his action, 
th at General B arrundia’s life should be spared, 
and that he should 0 tried only for offenses 
growing out of his insurrectionary movements. 
This letter was produced to the Captain of the 
Acapulco by the m ilitary com m ander at San 
Jose, as his w arrant to take the passenger from 
the steamer. General Barrundia resisted cap­ 
ture and was killed. 
It being evident that the Minister, Mr. Miz- 
ner, had exceeded the bounds of bis authority 
in interfering, in com pliance w ith the dem ands 
of the Gnatem aiean authorities, to authorize 
and effect, in violation of precedent, the seiz­ 
ures on a vessel of the United States of a passen­ 
ger of transit, charged with political offenses, in 
order that he m ight be tried for such offenses 
under w hat was described as m artial law , this 
Government was constrained to disavow Mr. 
M iznei’s act and recall him from his pos:. 


NICARAGUA CANAL. 
The Nicaragua canal project, under the con­ 
trol of our citizens, is m aking most encouragiug 
progress, all the prelim inary conditions and in­ 
itial operations having been accom plished w ith­ 
in the prescribed time. 


SETTLEMENT OF CLAIMS W ITH CH ILE. 
During the past recognitions have been re­ 
ceived for the settlem ent of claim s ol Am ericans 
against Chile, principally out of the late war 
w ith Peru.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


Tne message of President Harrison is 
affirmatively strong in firesenting his ad­ 
ministration as having in the best manner 
and most actively conserved the highest 
interests of the country. 
Generally, it reviews the condition of 
the nation in detail and compares the fis­ 
cal year just closed with preceding years, 
to show that the L nited States enjoys a 
higher degree of prosperity now than 
any previous period. 
Our export trade, 
he shows, has exceeded that of any year in 
our history, excepting only one. This ex­ 
port trade has been mainly of agricultural 
products, fully $100,(100,000 of the $115, 
000,000 gain over 1888-9 being of that 
class. The business failures have been 900 
less and the liabilities of trade $.3,000,000 
below those of the preceding fiscal year. 
Upon this head the President dwells at 
considerable 
length, maintaining with 
much vigor that our industrial, product­ 
ive and financial conditions are upon a 
present high plane of prosperity, and 
promise for the future all that can be 
reasonably desired. 
Concerning the recent disturbance in 
financial circles, he asserts that it was not 
due to any want of faith in American se­ 
curities, but to the need of a foreign mar­ 
ket to realize upon them, which induced 
their return to us. 
lie dwells upon the 
Harrundia afTair but little, simply saving 
that Minister Mizner exceeded his author­ 
ity, which necessitated his recall, as he 
was not warranted in interfering, as re­ 
quested, to aid in the taking of Harrundia, 
who was in transit and charged with po­ 
litical oflenses. 
The Behring Sea matter is referred to 
as unsettled pending negotiation for a basis 
of permanent settlement. 
But the Prcsi 
dent indicates that the policy of the Gov­ 
ernment will be adhesive to the claim 
that (ireat Britain must recognize our 
property right in the sea, as acquired from 
Russia, and which right in Russia and 
the L nited States has been for more than 
eighty years undisputed. 
Portugal was brought to satisfactory 
arbitration of the Delagoa Bay affair, in 
which the rights of an American investor 
were involved, who claimed our protec­ 
tion. 
A\ ith all nations our relations are 
peaceful, and the early future promises as 
to several of them much closer commercial 
and more reciprocal relations than now 
exist. 
The Nicaragua Canal he r . orts as pro­ 
gressing satisfactorily under American en­ 
terprise. 
And such is our connection with 
Mexico that lie advises the raising of our 
mission to that country to the rank of 
the first class. Consular supervision is 
urged, as heretofore, and especial stress is 
laid upon the importance of this subject as 
demanding immediate legislation. 
The 
silver legislation has been faithfully car­ 
ried out, and with satisfactory results. 
He warns Congress, however, against im­ 
pulsive legislation that may neutralize the 
advantage our large supply of gold gives 
us, and prevent what he believes will be 
consummated, the free use of silver as an 
international agency. 
The financial condition of the nation is 
set forth in totals, and the President finds 
it to be entirely satisfactory, and to reflect 
credit upon his administration. 
Coast de­ 
fensive works of magnitude have his ap­ 
proval, and he points with pride also to 
the growing proportions of the new navy, 
to the general improvement in the army, 
and urges greater liberality by the Fed­ 
eral Government in promoting the effi­ 
ciency of the organized militia, which Le 
well terms the real army of the United 
States. 
lie points 
out that 
the 
internal 
revenue during 
the 
last 
fiscal year 
increased 
about $12,000,000, but that 
the cost of its collection was efleeted 
by $90,017 
less 
than in the preced­ 
ing year, and at less cost than ever be­ 
fore. He credits the policy of the admin­ 
istration with having increased the circu­ 
lation of money $93,880,814, or about $1 .30 
per capita, and adds that only about $7,­ 
100,000 of this is to be attributed to silver 
legislation, 


The administration of the Postal and 
Agricultural Departments is warmly c Jl0. 
mended and much space is g'.'.cn [0 c¡ta. 
tions to show that new find profitable 
fields are opening to the farmers, as for in­ 
stance in the culture of the sugar beet, 
and that agricultural products are receiv­ 
ing augmented prices. Attention is called 
to the frauds perpetrated in naturalization, 
and Congress is asked to pass laws to re­ 
quire severer inquiry into the claims of 
applicants for admission to the privileges 
of citizenship. 
A hint at the cause of the threatening 
attitude of the Sioux tribes of Indians is 
given in the statement that Congress neg­ 
lected to appropriate sufficient money to 
enable the Government to keep the con­ 
tract solemnly made with the tribes, by 
which the cession of certain lands were 
made to the United States. 
While he commends the attitude of the 
head of the Mormon Church regarding 
polygamy, he warns Congress that that 
church 
has 
not 
agreed 
to 
refrain 
from teaching the doctrine of plural 
marriage, but only to refrain from its prac­ 
tice. A national bankruptcy law is ad­ 
vised, and early legislation in favor of 
arid lands. He would have the United 
States survey and prevent the occupancy 
of water rights, and so legislate as to enable 
all actual settlers to avail freely of sources 
of water supply to reclaim arid lands. 
Coming to the tariff question, he insists 
with emphasis that the new tariff law is 
not chargeable with the rise in prices, and 
declares that the proof of this is that 
prior to the passage of the bill, there was 


a legitimate upward tendency. H e insists 
that the bill should not be judged until it 
has had fairer and more extended trial, 
especially, he adds, as some of its provisions 
have not yet gone into etiect. It is signifi­ 
cant that the President dwells upon the 
question of reciprocity, and very frequent­ 
ly returns to it as a policy that is not to 
be limited to any particular nation, or that 
is to be circumscribed by sentiment. 
I n 
less we mistifke the real tenor of the Presi­ 
dent's expressions—read in telegraphic 
manuscript—upon this topic, there is a 
decided drift in the message 
towards 
the establishment of reciprocal commer­ 
cial relations witli any natioD, when we 
can secure full compensating advantages 
in a foreign market, for the admission free 
to our own of the products of that foreign 
country which we do not produce to the 
best advantage 
While the President de­ 
fends the recent tariff legislation, and be­ 


lieves that it has been unfairly assaulted, 
and much misunderstood, it is clear that 
he considers reciprocity the curative for 
most tariff ills complained of, and that he 
is preparing the way fur a very broad read­ 
ing and practice of the reciprocal policy. 
In this connection he urges with force 
such extension of aid to American steam­ 
ship lines carrying the United States mails 
as will bring this nation into harmony 
with the tradition of (ireat Britain, that 
“'trade follows the flag.” His advice upon 
this topic is fortified by frequent references 
to the necessity for liberality in this di­ 
rection as an efficient means of carrying 
out a policy of reciprocity. 
Congress is told very plainly that, in 
President Harrison’s opinion, an electoral 
supervision law for all elections involving 
Federal offices, which 
the Democracy 
terms “a force bill,” is a necessity; that 
it will not be a new departure; that it 
will not invade the jurisdiction of honest 
Election Boards, nor deprive electors of 
any right or privilege, or cow or hamper 
them in the exercise of the supreme act of 
sovereignty. Upon this subject the Presi 
dent wixes not only eloquent, but plainly 
manifests his indignation over the criti­ 
cisms with which the Lodge bill has met. 
He explains how the marketing of our 
meats in Europe has been conserved by 
the appointment of veterinary surgeons by 
the United States, to inspect the arrivals 
of our meat exports abroad. With this 
inspection in the foreign port, and inspec­ 
tion at home, not only is the liability of 
the shipment of diseased food effectuall 
prevented, but the animus of any foreign 
complaint against such products wiil be 
revealed, 
These are the main topics treated in the 
message, which is a rather full and ex 
tended review of the business and policies 
of the country, and which, without being 
a great state paper, is a straightforward 
understandable presentation of the condi­ 
tion of the nation and the views of the 
Administration concerning the national 
policy. Consideration ol the document in 
a critical spirit is reserved.

The Record-L'xion yesterday extend­ 
ed ly set forth the reasons why the two 
citrus fairs should be located respectively 
at Marysville and Los Angeles for this 
season. Further consideration of the sub­

The fairs will, we trust, be 
placed at the points indicated. 
< rood 
faith in the one case as well as other wise 
reasons relating to citrus fruit culture, and 
the plainly evident wisdom of selecting 
Los Angeles in the second place, for com­ 
mercial, transportation and natural rea­ 
sons, lead us to hope that the State Board 
of Agriculture will act to-day wisely in 
locating the expositions. 
If it does, 
Marysville and Los Angeles 
will 
be 
selected for the reasons we set forth in de­ 
tail yesterday and which to us seem irre­ 
sistible.

The 
stairs leading to the wide portals were utilized 
as resting-places anil the opening doors fur­ 
nished "standing room only ' to belated arrivals. 
A dull, leaden sky, w hich overhung the eity, 
served to m i c the hall rather gloomy, but the 
gloom was almost 
dissipated 
by roars 
of 
laughter w hich came from the cloak-rooms and 
by the anim ated conversation which took place 
upon the floor. The Democrats specially were 
ioyous, and the Republicans were obliged to 
put up w ith a great deal 
of good-natured 
badgering w ith sm iling countenances. A tas’e- 
ftil pyram id of flowers adorned the Speaker’s 
desk. 
At noon Speaker Reed entered the hall and a 
rap of the gavel instantly restored order. 
After prayer by the Chaplain, the Clerk pro­ 
ceeded to call the roll by States. The call dis 
closed the presence of 337 members and the 
Clerk was directed to inform the Senate th at a 
quorum of tbe House appeared and the body 
was ready to proceed to business. 
On motion of Cannon of Illinois a resolution 
was adopted for the appointm ent of a committee 
to join asim ilar com m ittee on the part of the 
Senate to wait upon the President and notify 
1 im that Congress was read / to receive any 
com m unication he may see fit to transm it. 
The Speaker stated th at there were various 
credentials upon his table which he would pre­ 
sent to the House. The credentials were then 
read as lollows: C. R. Breckinridge Second 
Arkansas; W illis Sweet, Idaho; T. W. Stone, 
Tweuth seventh Pennsylvania, aud Clarence D. 
Clark ol Wyoming. These gentlem en then an­ 
imated at the Bar of the House aud were duly 
qualified. 
Breckinridge received a round of applause 
fiom his Democratic friends. 
John S. Pindar, from the Twenty-fourth New 
York district; t . R. Haye*. from the Seventh 
Iowa, and Robert W hltelaw, from the Four­ 
teenth Missouri, were qua rifled as Representa­ 
tives, notw ithstanding the non-arrival of their 
credentials. 
The speaker laid before the House the cre­ 
dentials of David A. Harvey as DelegHe from 
the Territor.- of Oklahom a, and upon m otiin of 
lerk in s of Kansas, the oath of office was ad­ 
m inistered to him. 
The House then took'a recess until 1:30 to al­ 
low the committees to nothy the President, 
and reassembling, the President's Message was 
read. 
On motion of McKinley of Ohio the message 
was referred to tbe Committee of the Whole. 
Morrow of California, from the Committee on 
Appropriations, repotted the Pension Appropri­ 
ation bill. R etened to the Committee of the 
Whole. 
Adjourned.

SOOTHERS CITEOS FAIR. 


SEASONS WHY IT SHOULD BE TTFip AT 
LOS ANGELES. 


T h e G eo g rap h ical C en ter of th e S outhern 
C itru s F ru it-G ro w in g B elt an d B us 
th e B est F acilities. 


“Five sixths of Southern California is 
waiting anxiously the action of the State 
Board of Agriculture with reference to the 
location and date of the Southern Citrus 
Fair,” said H. Jay Hanchelte, Secretary of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
yesterday to a Record Uhios reporter. “I 
came up here,” he continued, ‘in the in­ 
terest especially of Los Angeles, end gen­ 
erally in the interests of Ventura, San 
Bernardino, Santa Barbara and Orange 
counties. Until a short time ago there 
seemed to be no doubt that Los Angeles 
would be selected as the place for the 
Southern Citrus Fair, but it transpired that 
San Diegc intended to make an effort to 
obtain it. The utter absurdity of selecting 
San Diego as the place for the holding oí a 
citrus fair seemed to act as a spur to activ­ 
ity in all the other southern counties, and 
upon the request of a large number of 
citrus fruit-growers, the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce took the matter in 
hand. 
‘‘It was not because of any sectional feel­ 
ing that the various counties named took a 
stand against San Diego, for every one 
would be rejoiced to see that enterprising 
city grow until it becomes the largest sea­ 
port on the coast; but it was for the reason 
that the southern citrus belt is from one to 
two hundred miles away from San Diego. 
For the interests of the citrus section tbe 
fair might as well be held in Minnesota, 
and perhaps it weolct do more good tdere 
At any rate, that is what the cit.T"'"rr-,!rcrs 1 
believe, an 1 I believe a lair and impartial 
study of the situation by the State Board 
of Agriculture will induce them to think 
thp same way. 
“It is not my purpose to say anything 
against the Ínteres!» of San Diego. In fac", 
i would not be policy to do so. Every­ 
thing that helps San Diego helps the rest 
of Southern California; but in tbi3 matter 
there is a singular unanimity of opiuiou 
that San Diego is not the place for 
the Citrus Fair. 
In the first place, 
the distance from the C'trus orchards to 
San Diego is so great that I doubt very 
much whether a quarter of tbe section 
would make an exhibit there. The freight 
charges, tbe time lost in going there ami 
the fact that but one line of railroad could 
reach that city from the citrus belt wouid 
operate against the success of the fair. 
“In the csss of Los Angeles the situation 
is different. It is in ibe geographical cen­ 
ter of the citrus-growing belt and it taps 
the entire region with fourteen lines of 
railroad. No part of the citrus belt is at it 
distance of more than two or three hours 
from Los Abeles, and the city itself is in 
tieh iart ofa citrus-growing district. In fact 
there are to-day from twenty to thirty orange 
groves ins:-de the ci y limits This is an ad­ 
vantage, for visitors can not only inspect 
fruit at the fair, but can take a strec-t-car 
and see thousands of. trees almost over­ 
loaded with their golden fruit. 
“ How is it at San Diego? Even Charles 
Dudley Warner in his articles in Harper's 
Monthly calls attention to the leek 0 1 or­ 
chards and trees about San Diego. No 
doubt they will be there in time, but 'bey 
are not there yet, and to hold a citrus fair 
in a locality where there are but few citrus 
tree3 would be rather a queer proceeding.” 
“ Now a word or two about Los Angeles. 
According to the census just.taken Los An­ 
geles is the second city in size in the West. 
Its streets are paved with bituminous rock; 
its cable system is next to the Market- 
street system in San Francisco, the best in 
the United States ; it has hotel accommo­ 
dations for 10,000 visitors ; it is the cen‘ral 
spot to which all visitors from the East 
come when desiring to see the sights of 
Southern California: it is the one piace in 
Southern California where a citrus fair will 
pay exj cuses ai a small admission fee. and 
its pavilion, where the fair will be held, is 
in the center of the city. 
“Entering Los Angeles are the following 
lines of raiiroad ; Santa Barbara branch of 
the S. 1’. R. R., running through Santa 
Barbara and Ventura counties; the S. P. 
northern line, running through the San 
Fernando valley and the counties to the 
north : the Glendale and Tropico road, tap­ 
ping a large area of citrus orchards; the 
Santa Fe line, through Pasadena, Duarte 
and San Gabriel, to Pomona, San Bernar­ 
dino and Riverside, and thence East: the 
San Gabric. Valley Rapid Transit, running 
through more than twenty miles of orange 
groves; the Yuma branch of tbe S. P. R. 
R , running through to Pomona, CoUon, 
Riverside and thence E ast: the Whittier 
branch of the S. P. R. I i, tapping the 
Rivera. Norwalk and W hittier district': the 
Santa Ana branch of the Santa Fe Rail­ 
road, running through Orange ana Ana­ 
heim, with a connecting b ancla to South 
Riverside and Riverside; tbe Santa Ana 
branch of the S. P. R. R., running almost 
parallel to the Santa Fe. two miles away ; 
the San Pedro branch of tbe 8. F. Ft. R , 
connecting with Long Besch, to which a 
branch line extends; the Redondo B ach 
branch of the Santa Fe, running through 
the Vernou citrus belt; the Santa Monica 
branch of the S. P. R. R., tapping 
the University citrns district; the Ballena 
Harbor branch of the Sauta Fe running 
through a rich district; the Redondo Beach 
Railroad line running through several 
miles of orange groves south of the city, 
and the Cahuenga Valley line. With all 
thrse 
lines, 
each 
entering 
from 
different directions, it would be bard to 
name the locality in the southern citrus 
region which is not directly connected with 
Los Anecies. To get to San Diego all 
citrus fruit growers would have to ship by 
two lines of cars in a round about manner. 
‘lAnotber matter which should be taken 
into consideration is tue feci that while 
San Bernardino conntv heads the list at 
citrus producing counties, Los Angeles 
comes second, and last year shipped 1.225 
carloads East. 
This year shipments 
will reach 305 275 boxes. San Bernardino 
county, while entitled probably to first 
consideration because of the quantity of 
citrus fruit raised there, has recommended 
Los A: geles as the place for the fair. Riv- 
side passed a resolution to that effect at a 
public meeting held a week ago. San Ber­ 
nardino has done the same thing, and if 
the desires of the citrus fruit growers are 
taken into consideration by the State 
Board of Agriculture, Los Angeles will be 
chosen as the place for the fair. 
“C. M. Wells, one of the Directors cf the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los Ange’e9. 
will be here to-morrow and will present 
our claims before the State Board. Rich­ 
ard Gird, the member from our part of the 
State, will be unable to get here but he has 
written from Ontario, urging the selection 
of Los Angeles, and I have every reason 
to believe that I shall be able to telegraph 
to the five counties to-morrow night that 
their wishes have been granted.”

Yesterday s school election, although 
peaceably conducted, was rather more 
spirited than school elections generally are 
except in the Third Ward, where A. O 
Tuffs had no opponent for Director. The 
successful candidates were Dr. M. Gardner 
in the First Ward, C. M. Harrison in tbe 
Second, Tufts in the-Third, and H. C. 
Chipman in the Fqurth. 
The chief interest appeared to be cen­ 
tered in the latter ward. Chipman was 
the “Citizens’ ” candidate, and T. B. Reid 
had the regular Republican nominación 
and the s>cal!?d “indorsement’’ of the 
Democratic Central Committee. 
It was 
quite evident e3rlv in the day that this in­ 
dorsement was of very little practical 
value to him, as about the only Democrats 
that took any interest in the contest were 
working hard for Chipman, who, being a 
Republican, bad any number of Republi­ 
cans “pulling” for him. The result in tbe 
several wards was as follows: 
First Ward—Gardner (Democratic and 
Citizens’) 213, Harper (Republican) 179. 
Gardner's majority, 34. In this ward there 
were 152 straight Citizens’ ballots cast, 175 
s raight Republican, and 25 straight Demo­ 
cratic. The scratched tickets were : Repub­ 
lican, in favor of Gardner, C; Citizens’, for 
Harper, 4; Democra ic (for nobody), 1. To­ 
tal vote. 393. 
Second W ard— Harrison (Democratic)

T h ird Ward (Precinct One)—Total vote,

visors prom’sing to look into the matter, 
he went on his way rejoicing. 
SILAS CHANCE. 
T be E x-K oad O verseer H eing T ried on a 
Serious C liarge. 
Judge Armstrong’s Court is engaged in 
the trial of Silas Chance, on a charge of 
assaulting a man named Nevis with intent 
to murder him. The trouble occurred on 
the 28th of last August, the immediate 
cause being an attempt by Chance to take 
possession of a cart belonging to Nevis, as 
security for the payment of alleged delin­ 
quent road taxes, Chance being Road Over­ 
seer iu the neighborhood. 
During the contention over the cart 
Chance drew his pistol and shot at Nevis, 
alleging that the latter was ccming at him 
with a shotgun. The testimony thus far 
taken indicates that the Chance and Nevis 
families had not been on good terms for 
some time prior to the trouble.

SACRAMENTO’S EXHIBIT AT THE STATE 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


Supervisors T eb b ets an d B ates H tr e a 
fcet-to—E lection of L icense T ax Cal- 
lecto r—M iscellaneous M atters. 


The Board of Supervisors met for the 
December session yesterday forenoon. All 
members were present, and Mr. Ross oc­ 
cupied the chair. 
Supervisors-elect Miller and Jenkins were 
also present, educating themselves in the 
mysteries attached to the duties of a Super­ 
visor. 
, 
After roll call and the minules had been 
disposed of, Mr. Greer took the floor, and 
announced that the term of office of the Li­ 
cense Tax Collector would expire with the 
end of this month—before another session of 
the Board—and he moved that they pro­ 
ceed with the election of a Collector for the 
ensuing two years. 
The motion was carried, acd then Mr. 
Greer placed in nomination P. F. Dolan, 
the present incumbent. 
Mr. Bates sec 
onded it. There were no other nomina­ 
tions and Mr. Dolan was declared plec'ei. 
Dolan immediately filed a bond for $10,000, 
the sureties being M. Fay, Chris. Green 
and John Ryan, each of whom qualified 
for $7,000. 
A gentlemen named Swift appeared 
before the Board, to call attention to the 
proposition, brought up some time ago. to 
put a new bridge across’ Dry Creek, half in 
San Joaquin and half "in Sacramento 
county, to cmnect the two county roads 
leading to lone. Mr Swift has already 
built a bridge across Dry Creek, and offers 
to donate .his, together with the right of 
way. provided the two counties wilí pay 
for the fencing. 
Ii. was discovered, in looking the matter 
up, that no report had ever been received 
from 'he viewers or surveyors with refer­ 
ence to this work. Mr. Swift was informed 
that until the report was received the 
Board could do nothing. 
A commuaicaiion from Eugene J. Greg­ 
ory, President of the Slate Board of Trade, 
addressed to Supervisor Greer, was read by 
the clerk. It railed the attention of the 
Board to the lack of interest taken by the 
northern counties in keeping “California 
on Wheels” supplied with fresh producís, 
and gave the Board a shaking up gener­ 
ally.Mr. Greer explained that al'hough the 
letter was addressed to himself, he thought 
it prudent to have it read to the Board, as 
it was no doubt of interest to all of the 
members. Ha also referred to the recent 
destruction by fire of all the county ex­ 
hibits at tbe State Board of Trade rooms at 
San Francisco, and said it was very neces­ 
sary that Sacramento county should pro­ 
ceed a- once with the work of replacing its 
exhibit there. 
Mr. Tehbets moved that the communi­ 
cation be received and placed on file, and 
that Mr. Greer be authorized to notify the 
people throughout the county, in such 
manner as he should see fit, that contribu­ 
tions to the exhibit would be received; and 
that whatever expense he might incur 
would be borne by the county. 
Supervisor Bates was inclined to be 
grumpy. He did not think it was proper 
to do anything yet. There was plenty of 
time. Why no! wait until after the first 
of the year? He suggested that Mr. Teb- 
bels should withdraw bis motion. 
Mr. Tebbe's jumped to his feet with fire 
inbiseje. He looked mad. "I’m still a 
member of this Board,” he declared 
warmly, “and when Mr. Bates or anybody 
else says I must withdraw any motion I 
make in this B >ard I can assure him I'll 
resent it. While I’m in this Board I’m re­ 
sponsible for what I say or do I’m will­ 
ing enough to leave this Board when mw 
term expires. Thar x God, I’m going to. 
I tell you if anybody could be glad to step 
out of this office it’s Doc. Tebbeis. My 
private business i? worth too much to mp. 
But while i’m hpre I’m as good a9 any 
other member, and don't you forget it, 
eiher.” 
After relieving himself of this Mr. Teb- 
bets sat down with a thump. 
Mr. Bates only glared at the irate doc­ 
tor.Supervisor Greer stated that the matter 
of replacing Saerameuto’s exhibit in the 
State Board ot Trade rooms should be 
treated with a great deal of courtesy. Other 
counties, he said, were making fine dis­ 
plays, and if a wealthy c. unty like Sacra 
mento did not intend to keep up with them 
he did not care to be a representative of the 
county as a member of the State Board of 
Trade. 
Chairman Ross spoke in a similar strain, 
and Mr. Black nodded his approval. 
Realizing that everybody was against 
him. Mr. Ba!f3 began to wilt. 
“Well,” said he, “maybe I don’t under­ 
stand the matter. Have those folks got a 
house for this show yet?” 
He was assured that everything would be 
all right by the time the exhibit was 
ready, and after some fnrther desultory 
talk he agreed to voie for Mr.Tehbett’s mo­ 
tion. and it was then unanimously carried. 
Ex-Judge N. Greene C. rtis appeared be­ 
fore the Board in behalf of Mrs. Valensin 
and requested that some action betaken on 
the proposed opening of the new road from 
Hicksville to Arno and the closing of an­ 
other, as petitioned for some time ago by 
the lady. 
Mr. Curtis was informed, however, that 
owing to a disagreement between Mrs. Val- 
ensiu and some of her neighbors, and as 
the matter was now in Court, the Board 
had deferred action until the question was 
settled. 
Bills for hauling gravel in Road District 
No. 141 to the amount of $27 50 were allow­ 
ed; also, $15 to Mrs. J. Fiel; $00 to J.E .

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SOUTHERN CITRUS FAIR. 


REASONS WHY IT SHOULD BE TTF.T/n AT 
LOS ANGELES. 


T he G eographical C enter of th e Southern 
C itrus F ruit-G row ing B eit and Hag 
th e B est F acilities. 


“ Five six th s of Southern California is 
w aiting anxiously the action of the State 
B oard of A griculture w ith reference to the 
location and date of the Southern Citru3 
F a ir," said H . Jay H anchette, Secretary of 
th e Los A ngeles Cham ber of Commerce, 
yesterday to a R ecord I nion reporter. 
" I 
cam e u p here," he continued, “in the in ­ 
terest especially of Los Angeles, and gen­ 
erally in the interests of V entura, San 
B ernardino, Santa Barbara and OraDge 
counties. 
U n til a short lim e ago there 
seem ed to be no doubt th at Los Angeles 
w ould be selected as the place for the 
Southern Citrus Fair, but it transpired th at 
San Diego intended to m ake an effort to 
obtain it. 
The utter absurdity of selecting 
San Diego as the place for the holding of a 
citrus fair seemed to act cs a sp ar to activ­ 
ity in all the other southern counties, and 
upon the request of a large n um ber of 
citrus 
fruit-grow ers, the 
Los 
Angeles 
Cham ber of Com merce took the m atter in 
hand. 
“ It was not because of any sectional feel­ 
ing th a t the various counties nam ed took a 
stand against San Diego, fcr every one 
w ould be rejoiced to see that enterprising 
city grow until it becomes the largest sea­ 
port on the c o ast; but it was for the reason 
th at the southern citrus belt is from one to 
tw o hundred m iles aw ay from San Diego. 
F or the interests of the citrus eection the 
fair m ight as well be held in M innesota, 
and perfcsns it -VOQltS do m ore good there. 
A t any rate, th at is w hat the cn.‘T “'" rn '!rer8 1 
believe, an I I believe a lair and im partial 
study of the situation by the State Board 
of A griculture will induce them to th in k 
the sam e way. 
“It is 
n.y purpose to say anything 
against the interests of San Diego, 
in fact, 
it would not be policy to do so. 
Every­ 
th in g th at helps San Diego helps the rest 
of Southern C alifornia; but in this m atter 
there is a singular unanim ity of opinion 
th at San Diego 
is 
not 
the place for 
th e 
C itrus 
Fair. 
In 
the first 
place, 
th e distance from the citrus orchards to 
San Diego is so great that I doubt very 
m uch w hether a quarter of the section 
w ould m ake an exluiut there. 
The freight 
charges, the tim e lost in going there ami 
th e fact th at but one line of railroad could 
reach that city from the citrus belt would 
operate against the success of the fair. 
"In the case of Los Angeles the situation 
is different. 
It is in :he geographical cen­ 
ter of the citrus-grow ing belt and it taps 
the entire region w ith fourteen lines of 
railroad. 
No part of the citrus belt is at a 
distance of m ore than two or three hours 
from Los A b e le s, arid the city itself is in 
tie f o a r t of a citrus-grow ing district. In fact 
there are to-day from tw enty to thirty orange 
groves inside the ci-'y lim its. T his is an ad­ 
vantage, for visitors can not only inspect 
fruit at the fair, but can take a sireet-car 
and see thousands of trees alm ost over­ 
loaded with their golden fruit. 
“ How- is it at San Diego? 
Even Charles 
D udley W arner in his articles in Harper's 
Monthly calls attention to the lack 01 or­ 
chards and trees about San Diego. 
No 
doubt they will be there in tim e, b u t 'h ey 
are not there yet, and to hold a citrus fair 
in a locality w here there are but few citrus 
trees w ould be rather a queer proceeding.” 
“ Now a word or tw o about Los Angeles. 
According to the census ju st taken Los A n­ 
geles is the second city in size in the West. 
Its streets are paved w ith bitum inous rock; 
its cable system is next to the M arket- 
street system in San Francisco, the best in 
the U nited States , it has hotel accom m o­ 
dations for 10,000 visitors : it is th e central 
spot to w hich ali visitors lrutu the East 
com e w hen desiring to sec th e sights of 
Southern C alifornia: it is the one place in 
Southern California w here & citrus fair will 
pay expenses at a sm all adm iss: m fee, ami 
its pavilion, w here the fair will be heid, is 
in th e center of the city. 
“E n terin g Los Angeles are the follow ing 
lines of railroad : Sarita Barbara branch of 
th e S. P. It. R., ru n n in g through Santa 
B arbara and V entara counties; the 8. P. 
northern line, ru n n in g through the San 
F ern an d o valley and the counties to the 
no rth ; the Glendale and Tropica road, tap­ 
ping a large area of cities orchards; the 
Santa F e line, through Pasadena, D uane 
and San Gabriel, to Pom ona, San B ernar­ 
dino and Riverside, and thence E a s t: the 
San Gabriel Vaiiey Rapid T ransit, running 
through m ore than tw enty m iles of orange 
groves; the Y um a branch of th e S. P. It. 
It , running throngh to Pom ona, Colton, 
Riverside and thence E a s t; the W hittier 
branch of the S. P . R. R , tapping the 
Rivera, N orw alk and W h ittier d istric t; the 
Santa A na branch of the Santa Fe R ail­ 
road, ru n n in g through Orange and A na­ 
heim . w ith a connecting b anch to South 
R iverside and R iverside; the Santa Ana 
branch of th e 8. P. R. It., running alm ost 
parallel to the Santa Fe, tw o m iles aw ay ; 
th e San Pedro branch of the S. P. Ft. R , 
connecting w ith Long Besch, to w hich a 
branch line extends; the Redondo I» ach 
branrli of the Santa Fe, ru n n in g throneh 
the V ernon citrus b e lt; the Santa Monica 
branch of the 
S. 
P. 
R . R., tapping 
th e U niversity citrns d istrict: the B allena 
H arbor branch of the Santa Fe ru n n in g 
through 3 rich district; the Redondo Beach 
R ailroad 
line ru n n in g through several 
m iles of orange groves south of th e city, 
and the C ahuenga V alley line. 
W ith uli 
tii -3e 
lines, 
each 
entering 
from 
different directions, it would be hard to 
nam e the locality in the southern citrus 
region w hich is not directly connected w ith 
Los Angeles. 
To get to San Die-.ro ali 
citrus fruit growers w ould have to sh ip by 
tw o line3 of cars in a round about m anner. 
‘^Another m atter w hich should be taken 
into consideration is the feet th at w hile 
San B ernardino county heads the list of 
citrus producing counties, 
Los Angeles 
c m os second, and last year shipped 1,225 
carloads 
East. 
T his 
year 
shipm ents 
will reach 30-'275 boxes. 
San B ernardino 
county, w hile entitled probably to first 
consideration because of the q u antity of 
citrus fruit raped there, has recom m ended 
Los Ar geles as the place for th e fair. 
Riv- 
6ide passed a resolution to th at effect at a 
public m eeting held a week ago. 
San B er­ 
nardino has done the sam e thing, and if 
the desires of the citrus fruit growers are 
taken into 
consideration bv th e State 
Board of A griculture, Los Angeles will be 
chosen as the place for the fair. 
"C. M. W ells, one of the Directors of the 
C ham ber of Commerce of Los Angeles, 
w ill be here to-inorrow aDd will present 
our claim s before the State Board. 
R ich­ 
ard G ird, the m em ber from our part of the 
State, will be unable to get here but be has 
w ritten from Ontario, urging the selection 
of Los Angeles, and I have every reason 
to believe th at I shall be able to telegraph 
to th e five counties to-m orrow night th at 
th eir wishes have been granted.”

Y esterday's school 
election, 
although 
peaceably conducted, was 
rath er 
more 
spirited than school elections generally are. 
except in the T hird W ard, where A. C- 
T uf:s had no opponent for D irector. 
T he 
successful candidates were D r. M. G ardner 
in the F irst W ard, C. M. H arrison in the 
Second, T ufts in th e 'T h ird , and H . C. 
C hipm an in the F gurtb. 
T he chief interest appeared to be cen­ 
tered in the latter ward. 
Chipm an was 
the "C itizens’” candidate, and T. B. Reid 
had th e regular Republican nom ination 
and th e so-called "indorsem ent” of the 
D em ocratic C entral Com m ittee. 
It was 
quite evident early in the day that this in ­ 
dorsem ent was of very 
little 
practical 
value to him , as about the only Dem ocrats 
th at took any interest in the contest were 
w orking h ard for C hipm an, who, being a 
R epublican, had any num ber of R epubli­ 
cans "p u llin g ” for him . 
T he resolt in the 
several w ards was as follows; 
F irst W ard—G ardner (D em ocratic and 
Citizens’) 213, H arper (R epublican) 179. 
G ardner's m ajority. 34. 
In this w ard there 
were 182 straight Citizens' ballots cast, 175 
s.raieb t R epublican, and 25 straight D em o­ 
cratic.

sexton hotly protested against an adjourn­ 
m ent. The m aiontv of the party, he declared, 
desired to keep the leadership ol the p rrty un­ 
sullied a rd unstained. Sexton’s rem arks were 
frequently interrupted by trem endous cheering 
from Parnell’s opponents, who composed the 
m ajority of those present. 
r.tdm ond m ade a passionate appeal to the 
members to pause before they deposed from his 
rightful positiou the leader of the Irish natioD, 
who by his unparalleled services had earned 
the gratitude of the Irish people. 
A lter Redmond bad 
fiutshed Parnell ad ­ 
dressed the meeting, saying in substance: "T he 
tim e has come when 1 must speak out against 
the opposition w ithin our party, w hich has 
been created by Gladstone’s letter. The men 
whose ability has been most conspicuously ex­

m e—Healy aud Sexton—will 
have to bear the responsibility.

and its benefits retarded and dim inished, if a

com m unication between our ports and the ports 
of such uatiou? es may m eet our overtures for 
enlarged com m ercial exchanges. The steam ­ 
ship carrying tne m ails steadily and frequently 
an i offering to passengers a comfortable, safe 
and speedy transit, is the first condition of for­ 
eign trade. It cirries the order o the tuver, 
but not al! th a t is ordered or bought. 
I t gives 
to the sailing v.-ssels such cargoes as are not 
urgent or perishable, and iudirec'ly, at least, 
promotes that im port adjunct of commerce. 
Ilere i- now, both in this country aud in the 
nations of Centra! and >outh America, expecta­ 
tion aud confidence as to the increased trade 
th at will give a double value to your tro m p . 
action upon thi-. question. Tne present situa­ 
tion of our m ail rom m unicatiou w ith Australia 
illustrates the im portance of early attiou bv 
Congress. 
The Oceanic Steam ship Company m aintains r 
line of steam ers between San Francisco, Sydney 
and A uckland, consisting of three vessels, two 
of w hich are oi United states registry and one 
of foreign registry. For the service done by 
this line in ca: rying the mails, we pay annually 
the sum of £46, -i, being estim ated the full sea 
and United states inland jiostage, which is the 
lim it fixed by le w. The colonies ol New South 
Wales and New Zealaud have been paying an­ 
nually to those line? £37,000 for carrylug the 
m ails from Sydney and Auckland to San Fran­ 
cisco. The contract under which this paym ent 
has been m ade is now about to expire, and 
those colonies have refused to r.-new the con­ 
tracts unless the United States shall pay a more 
equitable proportion ot the sum necessary to 
hold the service. 
1 am advised by the Postmaster-General that 
the United States received for carrying the 
A ustralian m ails brouzht to San Francisco in 
these steam ers by rail to Vancouver, an esti­ 
m ated annual incom e of $75,000. while, as I 
have stated, we are paying but for the support 
ot the steam ship line th at brings this m ail to 
us only £46,090, leaving annually a surplus re­ 
sulting from this service of 
819,0- o. 
The 
trade 
of 
the 
United 
States 
w ith 
Aus­ 
tralia. which is iu a considerable part car­ 
ried by these steam ers, and the whole of which 
is practically dependent upon the mail com­ 
m unication whicn they m aintain, is largely in 
our favor. Our total export? of m erchandise to 
Australian ports during the fiscal year ending 
June 39,189», were £11,266,184, while the total 
imports of m erchandise irom these ports were 
only £4,277,676. 
It we are not willing to see this im jiortant 
steam ship line w ithdraw n t r contim ied, with 
Vancouver substituted for {au Francisco as the 
American term inal. Congress should put it in 
the power ot the Postm aster-General to m ake a 
liberal iucrease in the am ount now paid for the 
transportation of this im portant m ail. 
The South A tlantic and Gulf ports occupy a 
very favored position towards the new and im ­ 
portant commerce which the reciprocity clause 
of the Tariff Act and the Postal Shipping bill 
are designed to promote. Steamship lines from 
these potts to some northern pott of South 
America will alm ost certainly effect a connec­ 
tion between the railroad systems of the conti­ 
nent long before any continuous line of rail­ 
road Cf.u be put in operation. 
The very large appropriation m ade at last ses­ 
sion for the harbor of Galveston was justified, 
as it seemed to be by these considerations that 
the great North-west will feel the advantage of 
a trunk line to the South, as well as to the East, 
and of the new m arkets opened for the supply of 
food products aud for m any of their m anufact­ 
ured products. 


INTERNATIONAL AMERICAN BANKS. 
I had occasion in May last to transm it to Con­ 
gress a report adopted by the International 
American Conference upon the subject ot the 
incori>oration of au international American 
bank, w ith a view to facilitating monev ex­ 
change between tne States represented in "that 
conference. Su( h an institution would greallv 
promote the trade we are seeking to develop. I 
renew the recom m endation that a carefu. and 
well guarded charter be granted. I do not 
think the power granted should include those 
ordiDatily exercised by true guarantee ami safe 
deposit eom paniesor that more branches in the 
United States should be authorized than are 
strictly necessary to accomplish the object pri­ 
m arily la view, nam ely, convenient loreigu 
exchange*. 
It is quite im portant that 
prom pt action 
should be taken in this m atter, in order that 
any appropriations for better com m unication 
with these countries, and any agreem ent that 
m ay be made for reciprocity of trade may not 
be hindered, and for the convenience of m aking 
exchanges throughout Europe, and the money 
centers widened by the tribute which is an 
event of t!*iU m ethod of business. 
A bill forThe relief ot the Supreme Court has, 
after many* years of discussion, reached a posi­ 
tiou when final actiou is easily attainable, and 
it is hoped that any differences of opinion may 
be so merged as to save the essential features of 
this very im portant measure. Iu this connec­ 
tion, I earnestly renew my recom m endation 
that the salaries of Judges o'f the United {fates 
District Courts be readjusted, that none of them 
shall receive less than £5,000 per annum . 


MEXICAN LAND GRANTS. 
The subject of adjusted Spanish aad Mexican 
land grants, and th e urgent necessity for pro­ 
ducing some Commission or tribunal for final 
treatm ent of the question growing out thereof, 
was twice brought by me to the atteutiou of 
Congress at the last session. Bills have been re­ 
ported from tbe proper Commissions aud both 
Houses on the subject, and I very eam estlv 
hope that this Congress will put au eud to th'e 
delay which has attended the settlem ent of dis­ 
putes as to title-bearing settlers and claim ants 
under these grants. These disputes retard pros­ 
perity and distract the peace of large and im ­ 
portant communities. 


SMALL HOLDINGS OF FARM LANDS. 
The Governor of New Mexico, in his last re­ 
port to the Secretary of the Interior, suggests 
some modifications of the provision of pending 
bills relating to sm all holdings of larm lands. I 
commend to your attention the suggestions of 
the Secretary of the Interior upon this subject. 
NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 
The enactm ent of a national bankrupt law 
I still regard a? very desirable. The Constitu­ 
tion having given to Congress jurisdiction of 
this subject, it should be exercised and uniform 
rules provided for the adm inistration ol the af­ 
fairs of insolvent debtors. The iucouvenience 
resulting Irom the occasional and tem porary 
exercise of this power by Congress and from tlie 
conflicting State codes of insolvency, which 
come into force iuterm ediately, should be re­ 
moved by th e enactm ent of "a sim ple, inex­ 
pensive and perm anent national bankrupt law. 
INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
I also renew my recom m endation in favor of 
legislation affording jus: copyright protection 
for foreign author.? on a footing of reciprocal 
advantage for authors abroad. 


SAFEGUARDS AGAINST RAILWAY ACCIDENT8. 
It may still be possible for this Congress to 
inaugurate, by suitable legislation, a move­ 
m ent looking to uniform ity and an increased 
safety iu the use of couplers aud brakes upon 
freight trains engaged in interstate commerce, 
’lh e chief difficulty iu the way is to secure an 
agreem ent as to the best applinnces, sim plicity, 
effectiveness, and cost being considered. The 
difficulty will only yield to legislation which 
should be based upon full inquiry and im par­ 
tial tests. The purpose should te to secure the 
co-operation of all well-disposed m anagers aud 
ow ners: but the fearful fac-t that every y ears 
delay involves the sacrifice oi 2,000 live?, and 
the m aim ing of '20,000 young m en. should plead 
both with Congress and m anagers against auy 
needless delay. 
W iT E R SUPPLY. 
The subject ot the conservative and equal 
distributiou of the water supply of arid re­ 
gions has had m uch attention Irom Congress, 
but has not as yet beeu put up in a perm anent 
aud satisfactory basis. The urgency of the 
subject does not grow out of auy large preseut 
dem and for the use of the lands for agriculture, 
but out of the danger that the water supply and 
the sites for the necessary catch basins m ay fall 
into the hands of individual or private corpo­ 
rations, and be used to render subservient large 
areas dependent on such supply. The owner 
of water is the owner of the lands, however 
the titles may run. 
A llnnappropriated w ater sources and all nec­ 
essary resurveys should be held by the Govern­ 
m ent for equal use, at lair rates,'ol the hom e­ 
stead settlers, who will eventually take up these 
lands. 
The Urtited States should not, in my 
opinion, undertake the construction of dams or 
canals, but should lim it all work to such sur­ 
veys and observations as will determ ine the 
w ater supply, both surface and subterranean, 
the areas capable of irrigation, and the use of 
the storage capacity of reservoirs. This done, 
the use ot the water and of the teservoir sites 
m ight be granted to the respected States or 
Territories to individuals or associations, upon 
the condition that the necessary works should 
be constructed and the w ater furnished at fair 
rates, without discrim ination, the rates to be 
subjected to provisions by toe Legislatures, or 
by Boards of W ater Commi/sionerq duly con­ 
stituted. The essential thing to bo secured is 
the common and equal use, at fair rates, of the 
accum ulated water supply. I: were almost bet 
ter that these lauds should rem ain and, than 
that those who occupy them should become the 
slaves of restrained monopolies controlling the 
essential elem ent of ¡and values and crop re­ 
sults. 
FOSTAI. TELEGRAPH. 
The use of the telegraph by the Postoifice 
Departm ent as a m eans for the tran'm lssion of 
w n lte D com m unications i?, i believe unon 
proper term s, quite desirable. The Government 
does not own or operate the railroad', and it 
should not, I think, own or operate the tele­ 
graph lines 
It does, however, seem to be quite 
practicable for the Government to contract with 
tbe telegraph, as it does w ith the railroads, to 
carry, at specified rate3, such comm unications 
as the sender m 9y designate for this m ethod of 
transm ission. I recommend that such 'egisla- 
tion be enacted as will enable the Postoffioe De­ 
partm ent fairiy to test, by experim ent, the ad­ 
vantages of such a use of the telegraph. 


FREE AND HONEST ELECTIONS. 
If any intelligent and loyal company of Am er­ 
ican citiz ns were required to catalogue the 
essential hum an conditions of national life, I 
qo not doubt that w ith absolute unanim ity they 
would begin w ith "free and honest elections," 
and it is gratifying to know that generally there 
is a growing and non- partisan dem and for bet­ 
ter election laws. Bat against this sign of hope 
and progress m ust be set the depressing and un­ 
deniable fact that th e election taws and m eth­ 
ods are sometimes cunningly controlled to in ­ 
sure m inority control of the whole -volume and 
complete the shortcom ing of fraud 
In my last 
annual message I sBggested that the adoption 
of the existing law providing a Federal super­ 
vision of Congressional 
electors, offered an 
effective m ethod of reform ing these abuses. 
The need of such a law has m anifested itself in 
m any part? ol the country, and its w üolew m s 


restraints and penalties w ill be uteful. In all 
the constitutionality of such legislation has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court. Its prob­ 
able effectiveness is evidenced by the character 
oi the opposition that is m ade to it. It has been 
as pronounced as if it were a new exercise ot 
Federal power and au invasion of the rights of 
the States 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Congress ha? already fixed the tim e for the 
election of mem bers of Congress. It has de­ 
clared that the vote lor mem bers of Congress 
m ust be by w ritten or prim ed ballot: it has pro­ 
vided for the appointm ent by the Circuit Court 
in certain cases, upon the petition of a certain 
num ber of citizens, of election supervisors, and 
m ade it their duty to supervise the registration 
of voters conducted by ihe Stste officers; to 
challenge persons offering to register; to perssn- 
ally inspect and scrutinize the registry lists, and 
to affix their nam es to the lists lor the purpose 
of identification and the prevention of frauds; 
to attend at elections, and rem ain w ith the 
boxes until the votes are all c a 't and counted; 
to attach to the registry lists and election re­ 
turns any statem ent touching the accuracy at d 
fairness of the registry and elections, and to 
take aud transm it to the Cierk of tbe House of 
Representatives any evidence of fraudulent 
practices w hich may be presented to them . 
The same law provides for tlie appointm ent 
of a Deputy United {rates M arshal to attend at 
the polis and support the Supervisors iu the dis­ 
charge of their duti.s, and to arrest persons v.o- : 
tat ing tbe election laws. The provisions of this 
fam iliar title of the revised s!-antes have been 
put into exercise by both the great political par­ 
lies, and iu the North as weil as in the {-mtb, 
by th e filing with the Court of the petitions re­ 
quired by law. It is uot, therefore, a question 
w hether we shall have a Federal election law, 
for we now have one, a 'd have had for neartv 
tw enty years, but w hether we shall have an ef­ 
fective law. The present law stops just short of 
effectiveness, for it surrenders to the local au­ 
thorities ail control over the certification which 
establishes prima, tacit right to a seat in the 
House of Representatives. This def-et should 
be cured. Equality of representation aud the 
purity of the electors m ust be m aintained, or 
everything th a t is valuable iu our svstem of 
governm ent is lost. 
The qualification oi au 
elector m 1 st be sought in the law, uot in the 
opinion, prejudices or fear of any class, how­ 
ever powerful. 
The path of the elector to the ballot-box m ust 
be free from am bush of fear aud the enticem ent 
of fraud: the count so true aud open that none 
shall gainsay it. Such a law shall be absolutely 
non-partisan and im partial. It should give the 
advantage to honesty and the control to ma- 
jorit is. 
Surely there 
is nothing sectional 
about this creed. If it shall happen that the 
penalties of laws intended to enforce these 
rights fall here, and not there, it is not because 
the law is sectional, but because, happily, 
crim e is local, and not universal. Nor should 
it be forgotten that every law, w hether relating 
to elections or any other subject, w hether en­ 
acted by the Skate or by the nation, has force 
behind it. The Courts, the M arshal, or Con­ 
stable. the po's.;. rom itatus, the prisons, are all 
and always behind the law. One cannot be 
justly charged w ith unfrieudliuess to any sec­ 
tion or c:ass who seeks only to restrain viola­ 
tions of the law and of personal rights 
No com m unity will find lawlessness profitable. 
No com m unity cau afford to have it known that 
the offi ers who are charged with the preserva­ 
tion of the public peace, and the restraint of the 
crim inal classes, arc them selves the product of 
fraud or violence. The m agistrate is then w ith­ 
out rest and the law without sanction. The 
fioods of lawlessness can b-- levied and m ade to 
run iu oue chanuel. The killiug of au United 
States Marsh tl, carrying a w rit of arrest for an 
election offense, is lull of prom pting aud offense 
to men who are pursued by a City M arshal iir a 
crim e against life and property. 
But it is said tiiat this legislation w ill revive 
animosities, end some have even suggested 
that when the peaceful methods of fraud are 
m ade impossible, they may be supplanted by 
intim idation and violence. 'I t the proposed law 
gives auy qualified elector by a hair's weight 
more than his equal infiuence. or detracts bv so 
m uch from any other unqualified elector, it is 
fatally irnpeached. But if the law is equal, and 
the anim osities it is to evoke grow out ol the 
fact that some electors have been accustomed to 
exercise the franehis 3 for others as well as for 
themselves, theu these anim osities ought not to 
be confessed w ithout sham e, and cannot be 
given any weight in the discussion without dis­ 
honor. 
No choice is left to me but to enforce w ith 
vigor the laws intended to secure to the citizen 
his constitutional rights, aud to recommend 
that 
the 
inadequateness of such laws ue 
prom p ly rem edied. 
If to prom ote w ith zeal 
and readv interest every project for the devel­ 
opm ent of its m aterial interests its rivers, h ar­ 
bors, m ines aud factories, and the intelligence, 
peace and security under the law of its com­ 
m unities aDd its homes, is not acrepted as suffi­ 
cient evidence of friendliness to any State or 
section, I cannot add connivance at election 
practices that not only disturb local results, but 
rob the election ot other States aud sections of 
their most priceless political rights. 
EXPENDITURES SHOULD BE SCRUTINIZED. 
The preparation of the general appropriation 
bill should be conducted with the greatest care 
and closest scrutiny of expenditures. Appro- 
priatious should be adequate to the needs of the 
public service, but they should be absolutely 
free from prodigality. 
I venture again to rem ind vou th at the brief 
tim e rem aining tor the consideration ol the im­ 
portant legislation now aw aiting your attention 
offers no m argin for waste. If the present duty 
is discharged with diligence aud courage, the 
work of the Fifty-first Congress m ay b e confi­ 
dently subm itted to the considerate judgm ent 
of the people.
